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1„ On 31 May 1951, eight swept-back jet fighters were parked at 
the western end of the runway of Brandenburg-Briest airfield. 
Pour had a blue stripe on their tail assemblies and two had 
the black numbers 6l0 and 612. Two other fighters had a 
light-red stripe on their rudder assemblies and the black 
numbers 'yOJ and ?08. The seventh aircraft bad a dark-red 
stripe 3 and its number could not be seen. The eighth fighter 
had a yellow stripe and a black number, either 606 or 608.

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!,i„ On 31 Kay and 1 June 1951, there was intensive flying at 
the field. During the night the field was fully lighted. At 
2*10 p.m. the field was approached by 22 MiG-1 5s arriving 
in groups of two from the west. The planes landed individually 
within. a period of eight minutes. At 9*45 p.ra. 36 KiG-IJs 
took off in groups of two with their landing lights on. They 
landed about 10s20 p.ci. At 10:04 p.m. 18 single-engine low— win? 
monoplanes landed at the field. They took off again in groups ° 
of five at 10:22 p.m. Flying with conventional and jet aircraft 
continued until 3 a.ra. on the morning of 1 June 1951, 40 
KIG-IJs and 18 single-engine low-wing monoplanes were observed 
at the field. The monoplanes were fitted with radial engines, 
had tapering leading edges on their wings and straight 
trailing edges, with wing tips rounded off. The aircraft had 
small rudder assemblies, were painted green and had numbers 
on their fuselages.
